Tom Paxton Presents Concert 

Nowadays music has gone off in 
many directions. One of the newer 
sounds of tdoay is that of folk¬ 
song writer and singer, Tom Pax- j 
ton, who will bo at Salisbury 
State tonight at 8 o’clock. Tickets 
are $1.50 per person. A combina¬ 
tion concert and dance ticket may 
he purchased for $4.00. 

“My Son, John” is one of the 
songs composed and recorded by 
Tom Paxton, which he may in¬ 
clude in his repertoire this eve¬ 
ning. His personality was reflect¬ 
ed by the comment he made per¬ 
taining to the song while away 
from home in which he said, “I 
couldn’t remember hearing a song 
about the ones who make it 
home.” 

Tom Paxton’s repertoire ranges 
from sentimental love songs to 
ones of burning protest and he 
will be playing and singing both 
this evening. He has recorded 
songs like “Last Thing On My 
Mind”, “Can’t Help But Wonder 
Where I’m Bound”, “The Marve¬ 
lous Toy”, and “My Dog’s Bigger 
Than Your Dog”. His ability to 
perform this variety of songs 
started when he was sixteen years 
old, when his aunt gave him his 
first guitar. Because he can play 
more than one type of folk music, 
his songs have a deeply moving 
quality playing upon the various 
emotions of the many types of 
audiences who attend his concerts. 

A native of Briston, Oklahoma, 
his real interest in folk music be¬ 
gan at the University of Okla¬ 
homa. After college, Paxton join¬ 
ed the Army and was stationed at 



Fort Dix, New Jersey. Being close 
to New York City, he often went 
there, meeting other young people 
who shared his interest in folk 
music. It was then that he began 
to write songs. After leaving the 
service in 1960, he stayed in New 
York and soon won attention as 
a talented song writer and per- 
former. 

In the past year, Paxton has ap¬ 
peared at many clubs and colleges 
throughout the country. He has 
performed at the Newport and 
Philadelphia Folk Festivals and in 
the past year and a half has made 
two concert tours of England and 
Scotland, as well as many tele¬ 
vision appearances both here and 
in England.

Tile Board of Trustees of the 
Maryland State Colleges asked the 
Constitutional Convention to grant 
constitutional autonomy to the 
State College System. 

In a statement prepared for the 
Convention, the Board asked that 
its colleges as well as the Uni¬ 
versity be granted constitutional 
autonomy. “To grant constitu¬ 
tion.

The Board answered the Con¬ 
stitutional Convention Commis¬ 
sion's recommendation that the 
State Colleges be granted “auto¬ 
nomy through an act of the Legis¬ 
lature rather than the Constitu¬ 
tion by citing the Commission’s 
own critique of legislative auto- 
i nomy in the past in Maryland. 
The Commission had said that 
... “while the necessary autonomy 
. ' - can be provided by statute, it can 
S £ i be eroded by subsequent legisla- 
j tion.” 

In its statement the Board ar- 
, gued that constitutional autonomy

| tom. The Colleges will expand 
their enrollment from 10,000 in 
1966 to 30,000 by 1975. They will

The total number of students registered this semester at BSC 
is 851.

Manokin Hall follows with 93 
residents and the men’s residence halls have approximately 107 
together.

the teacher training institutions 
they were in 1963 to multi-pur¬ 
pose institutions with a variety of 
developing programs. The state¬ 
ment cited the Curlett Commission 
Report which stated that the Com¬ 
mission “regards the right of any 
board of trustees to govern the 
internal affairs of an academic 
institution under its jurisdiction 
as essential to both the freedom 
and the efficiency of higher edu¬ 
cation. . . 

The Board agued, too, that au¬ 
tonomy would not lessen the re¬ 
sponsibility that the Colleges owe 
to the State. The determination 
of what the Colleges will be do¬ 
ing and how much money they 
will spend doing it will be up to 
the General Assembly and the 
Governor. In fact, they argued, 
“autonomy would strengthen plan¬ 
ning and coordination by placing 
responsibility in the hands of a 
Board whose activities would be 
visible to the Governor, the Legis¬ 
lature, and the public.” 


The Homecoming games are a 
tradition at Salisbury. And, al¬ 
though the hockey team does not 
always play the Alumni, the 
games are always exciting.
